LNCLB SAM'S CAPACIOUS PURSE. 

Button Transcript.— Two huudrcd and 
fifty freight cars would be re<i 
tarry awny from Washington tl 
dollars which arc stored in tl 
vault of 103,000,000. Putting it that 
way gives a more vivid notion of the 
bulk represented by the stores of coin 
accumulated beueath the Treasury. No 
wonder that the counting, conducted by 
sixty experts, occupies from two to three 
months, and costs $0,000. The operation 
is performed in the presence of a commit- 
tee, one member of which is appointed 
by the outgoing Treasurer, one by his 
incoming successor and the third by the 
Secretary of the Department. Thi 
Treasurer gives a bond of $2:>0.000. but 
no bond is supplied by any of his subor- 
dinates. If one of the latter should prove 
a defaulter the Treasurer would be 
obliged to make up the deficit out of hie 
own pocket. However, Congress would 
doubtless pass a bill for his relief in such 
a case. J. N. Uustou, President llarri 
son's first Treasurer, said that no trust 
compauy would assume the responsibili- 
ties of his place for the W.UOO per annum 
of salary attached to it. Nevertheless, 
there have been many applicants for the 
position under Mr. Cleveland When 
the count of the money is completed the 
new Treasurer will sign a receipt la full.
